Drunert of Montgomery Says 
Returns Should Be 
Investigated. 


EVIDENCE OF FRAUD 


Legislators Startled by Strange} ; 
Figures—Folk Denies Re- 
port of “Deal.”

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan, 11.—In an in- 
terview with a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today, State Senator A. L. Drunert of 
Montgomery County declared himself in 
favor of a sweeping investigation of 
the United States senatorial primary 
election. 

‘The returns from the Twelfth Pre- 
einct of the Twentieth Ward, St. Louis, 
showing that 987 votes:were credited to 
the various candidates for Senator, 
whereas in that precinct there are only 
97 votes, show conclusively, I believe, 
that. the St. Louis vote was tainted with 
fraud,’’ he said. 

“T understand there are gross irregu- 
larities in many St. Louis precincts. 
This, taken with evidence already known 
to the public, warrants an immediate 
and searching inquiry on the part of the 
General Assembly. 

“Tf a resolution of inquiry is offered 
I shall be glad to give " my heartiest 
support.” 

Is a Democratic Leader. 

Senator Drunert ranks among the 
Democratic leaders of the General As- 
sembly. Previously he served a term 
in the House as the Representative 
from Montgomery County. 

“Senator Bradley, who already is on 
récord in favor of the senatorial in- 
vestigation, sald today that the St. 
Louis disclosures of primary frauds 
ought to force a prompt inquiry. 

“While I am obligated to support the 
Democratic nominee for Senator,” said 
he, “I do not consider myself bound to 
approve a nomination obtained by un- 
fair means. ,I got a° dese of crooked 
election work myself at the August pri- 
mary election, when I made the race 
for the Democratic nomination for State 
Auditor, 

“In Kansas City, where I was strong 
with the union labor element, @ ma-

“If the senatorial contest was honest 
a demonstration of the fact will aid the 
party.

Were Surprising Fi 


Another astonishing chapter in ‘the 


senatorial primery election in St. Louis 
came to light today. In the tenth pre- 
einct of the Tenth Ward, the total num- 
ber of votes cast for the Republican 
and Democratic candidates for Governor 
was 337, against 471 votes credited to the 
Democratic and Republican senatorial 
candidates. 

Of the Democratic senatorial vote Folk 
got 90, Gebhardt 85 and Stone 126. 

Cowherd, Democra gubernatorial 
candidate, received 108, or 28 votes less 
than the number recorded for Stone. 

It is pointed out that if the Tenth ward 
returne in reference to Senator are cor- 
rect, 14 persons. voted for Senator and 
scratched all other candidates for all 
offices, State, city and national 

That this was done is considered more 
than highly improbable. 

Folk Urged to Demand Inquiry. 

Gov. Folk is being urged by Demo- 
cratic members of the Legislature to ask 
for an investigation of the senatorial 
election. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent is in- 
formed on high authority that Gov. Folk 
is armed with testimony of startling 
frauds in connection with the senatorial 
primary. A report to the Governor from 
a. St. Louis member of the Board of 


Election Commissioners tells of flagrant } 


irregularities in all of the river wards, 

Representative J. T. Muir of Lewis 
County miay demand an investigation 
of the senatorial primary on the ground 
that the Democratic State Committee 
used part of its funds to aid the Stone 
candidacy.

Gov. Folk today denied a report that 
he and Stone are in a ‘‘deal” whereby 
the Stone forces wil] support Folk for 
Senator in 1911 provided the Governor 
keeps his hands off of the proposed sen- 
atorial investigation. 

“I have not seen Senator Stone’ since 


early in November. There is no under 


standing of any kind between us re- 
garding the senatorship or any other 
matter,”’ he said.

Everybody laughed at first, at the idea 
that “stage wine’’ could affect anyone 
seriously, and it was supposed that Miss 
Hummer hoisted the black flag to add 
gest to the “joké"’ But she declares 
now that while she laughed about her 
gweetheart’s supposed illness, she doesn’t 
know. who raised the flag. She was 
devoted to him when she learned he 
was really ill and he breathed hia last 
in: her arms. 

Another theory is that someone sought 
to supplant Pippin in his business, which 
was: that of an undertaker. The idea 
of an undertaker starting in business by 
burying his former rival strikes Mary- 
del as somewhat ghastly. Still another 
theory is that the poison was intended 
for another young man who was in the 
cast of “‘The Only Girl.”

E. St. Louis Physician Whirled 
Seven Blocks by Runaway 
Animal, 


Imprisoned in a glasstenclosed buggy, 
Dr. A. C. Housch of East St. Louis Sun- 
day. night rode seven blocks behind a 
runaway horse. He then broke a glass 
door with his fist, climbed on top ef the 
rig and stopped the frenzied animal.

As Dr. Heusch was about to step in. 


the horse-started. He had one foot on 
the step and the sudden jolt esas him 
headlong into the rig. 

, He reached for the lines; but eal 
that they had been jerked through the 
Slot in the vestibule sash and he could 
not get at them. 

From Dr. Housch's office, at Fifth 
street and Missouri avenue, the horse 
madly dashed to Seventh street and Ohio 
avenue—seven blocks through the busy 
downtown streets of East St. Louis. 

Here the wheels striick the curb and 
the buggy was overturned. The horse 
continued to run. 

Dr. Housch, imprisoned inside, was 
bumped over the granite for nearly a 
bleck before he broke the glass with his 
fist.

| Young: Man’s Family Had 
Halted Investigation—Ver- | 
dict of Suicide. 


Following the receipt of two myste- 
rious telephone messages, one to the 
Coroner’s office and the other to police 
“{ headquarters, Chief Creecy Monday re- 
opened the investigation of the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the death of 
Barle McCourtney, who was, shot to 
death in his office in the Century Build- 
ing Friday night. 

Half an hour after a verdict of oul 
cide was returned a man who refused 
to. give his name called up the Cor- 
oner’s office and said: “I believe Mc- 
Courtney was murdered. I overheard a 
conversation between two young men 
after he was shot. They were members 
of a club that McCourtney had had 
trouble with near the levee and Frank- 
lin avenue. They had threatened to 
kill him and I believe they did.” 
Clerk Koeln gave the man the num- 
ber of Chief Creecy’s telephone and a 
few minutes later the Chief received 
the same message. 

Capt. Young of the Central District 
says that he will follaw the tip, though 
he believes that McCourntey committed ‘ 
suicide. He sent two detectives .to in- 
vestigate. 


Family Holds Inquiry. 
Only two witnesses were heard at the 


inquest"Monday. ‘ * 

Special Officer Kennedy of the Central 
District, testified that he had investi- 
gated a statement that McCourtney 
quarreled with a young man in the 
Frisco Building Cafe a short time be- 
fore his death. 

“T went out to the McCourtney 
house and they told me they didn’t 
want it investigated any further and 
that they believed McCourtney killed 
himself,’’ he testified. 

“And you dropped it there?’ asked 
Dr. Carriere. 

“Yes. Do you think I ought to in- 
vestigate it further?” 

_ “That is a matter for the Police De- 
partment and the grand jury to consid- 
er,” said Dr. Carriere. ‘“I-am here 
merely to take the statements of such 
witnesses as are brought before me. It 
is not my province to investigate fur- 
ther. I shall have to wind up t in- 
quest now with a verdict of suicide.” 

Letter Mystery Cleared. 

H. C, Howard, Century Building 
night watchman, testified “that he did 
not see anyone visit McCourtney at the 
building the night of his death. 

Miss Marjorie Sampson, sister of Miss 
Helen Sampson, daughter of the late 
Clark H. Sampson, cleared the ‘mys- 
tery of the ‘‘Helen”’ letters Monday. 

“They were written to Earle McCourt- 
ney by my sister, Helen, who was en- 
gaged to marry Mr. or she 
said. 

The four orphan daughters of Mr. 
Sampson live at the Wands Apartments, 
5673A. Von Versen avenue. Miss Helen 
Sampson is prostrated there and her 
physician will not permit visitors to see 
her. 

“Though I believe that a statement 
will be made, it will not come from my 
sister,"” said Marjorie. “‘We are con- 
vinced that Mr. McCourtney committed 
suicide. Just why he did it we do not 
know. We all liked him very much. 
There was no objection to the match and 
he was on the best of terms with

Carnégie’s enthusiasm for using his 
wealth for the benefit of his less fortu- 
nate fellows, and I think his devotion 
to his adopted land’s welfare has set a 
striking example for all time. 
The General Education Board of 
which Mr. Carnegie has now become a 
member,-is interesting as an example of 
an organization formed for the purpose 
of working out, in an orderly and rather 
scientific way, the problem of helping 
to stimulate and improve education in 
ali parts of our country. What this or- 
ganizati may eventually accomplish, 
of course; no-one can tell, but surely, 
under its present board of directors, it 
will go very ‘far. Here, again, I feel 
that 1 may speak frankly and express 
my personal faith in its success, since 
I am notra’ member ‘of the Board, and 
have never attended a meeting, and the 
work is al] done by others.

The walis of sectarian exclu- 
siveness are fast disappearing, as they 
sheuld, and the best. people are stand- 
ing shoulder’.to showlder as they at- 
tack the great problems of general up- 
lift. | 
Roman Catholic Charities. 

IST here it occurs to me to testify 
i to the fact that the Roman Catho- 
lic Church, as I have observed in 
my experience, has advanced a long 
way in this direction. I have been sur- 
prised to Jearn how far a given sum of 
money has gone in the hands of priests 
and nuns, and how really effective is 
their use of it. I fully appreciate the 
splend d service done by other workers 
in the field, but I have seen the organ- 
igativy. of the Roman Church secure 
better results with a given sum of 
money than other church organizations 
are accustomed to secure from the same 
expenditure. I speak of this merely to 
point the value of the principle of or- 
ganization, in which I believe so hearti- 
ly. It is unnecessary to dwell upon the 
centuries of experience which the 
Church of Rome has gone through tc 
perfect a great power of organization. 

Studying these problems has been a 
source of the greatest interest to me. 
My assistants, quite distinct from any 
board, have an organization of suf- 


quests that come to us. This is done 
from the office of our committee in 
New York. For an individual to attempt 
to keep any close watch of single cases, 
would be impossible. I am called upon 
to explain this fact many times. To 
read the hundreds of letters daily re- 
ceived at our orfice would be beyond 
the power of any one man, and surely, 
if the many good people who write 
would only reflect a Httle, they must 
realize that it is impossible for me per- 
sonally to consider their applications. 
The plan that We have worked out, 
and I hope improved upon year after 
year, has been the result of experience, 
and I refer to it now only as one con- 
tribution te a general subject which Is 
of such great moment to earnest people;

The following list of hints has been 
issued by a prominent manufacturer of 
tires, and motorists will do well to put 
them into: practice: 

Do not round curves at too great a 
’speed, (It is playing with fate to at- 
tempt to round corners on two tires— 
besides, it is ‘bad. for the tires them- 
selves. 

See that the wheels aiways run true. 
The unequal planes of some wheels will 
cause unusual strains, which wear out 
the tires very quickly. Keep away from 
the curb, as jamming the wheels‘ agains: 
the resisting stone will often chafe the 
tires very much as well as straining 
the wheels out of alignment. 

Avoid overloading your machine, It 
is‘reasonable to assume that the manu- 
facturer has not allowed any great fac- 
tor of safety in equipping his machine 
with tires, whereas he may have al- 
lowed about 600 per cent more strength 
than was required in the mechanism. 
which he is responsible for. Titres will 
not stand up under a greater strain 
than they are designed to carry. 

Keep all ofl or grease away from yopr 
tires. See that the garage floors a 
as clean as possible, and wipe off oil 
from tires ag soon as seen. It is a 
good precaution to see that ali oily 
rags, cans, syringes, candles,” etc., are 
kept away from the inner tubes in the 
tool box, or better still, have them in 
separate oil-proof enamel cloth bags. 
which are inexpensive and useful, Keep 
inner tubes well covered, and keep from 
warm places.
